Medical Men Should Fmmm lam- 
cstneia, Tact and Syiteai. 

Pursuing the policy of having ouUld« 
spcalcers address it this year, the Medi- 
cal Undergraduate Society were tot' 
tunate to have the pleasure of 
listening to the Reverend Father 
McShane, pastor of St. Patrlclt's 
Church, at its régulai- bi-monthly 
meeting Friday evening. The subject 
of the evening then became another 
Personality in the Medical Man," and 
was treated By Father McShane ^n a 
most sympathetic and delightful man- 
ner.

The address was divided into the 
great requisites which the speaker felt 
a medical man should possess! Earn- 
estness, Tact and System. 

Father McShane counselled that 
above all a physician should be earn- 
est. The laity look up to the man of 
medicine as he never believes It does, 
and what it expects of him Is that he 
bo earnest and bar4*worktng; it he 
falls in that respect the confidence the 
patient would otherwise have Is de- 
stroyed. He gave as illustration an 
early personal experience when as a 
young divine just ordained, he was 
sent to one of the great nerve spe- 
cialists of Paris to consult him re- 
garding a slight ailment. So busy 
was this great specialist that appoint- 
ments to see him had to be made ten 
days In advance. When the time came 
to see him, the young priest was ush- 
ered into a room full of people, and 
a card and number given him. He felt 
so great a ;iin^n must hecaasarlly . be 
sharp witH him, yet when he was 
ushered into hla presence It was to 
find that he was the object of full 
attention, and the thought that he 
took away with him was that the 
specialist hud considered him his most 
interesting subject. 

Tact was so often absent In the 
doctor, 1111(1 yet without It success in 
medicine wua difficult to obtain. The 
world has passed the stage when 
genius even, coupled with brusqueness, 
makes its way. One must be patient, 
.careful, considerate. Lady Montague 
has said; "Politeness costs nothing, yet 
it opens the way to all society," and 
Cardinal Newman has defined a gen- 
tleman as: "One who will not willing- 
ly offend another," yet Incivility has 
too often marked "the noblest of all 
professions." The speaker then men- 
tioned several physicians of his ac- 
quaintance In Montreal who owed 
their great success not alone to their 
skill, but to their consideration for 
others. Wherever they went, they 
were loved, and they showed towards 
their patients a courtesy that endeared 
them as no amount of professional 
ability would have done. 

Medical men are regarded as lead- 
ers, and so they should prepare them- 
selves to be such. Without system, it 
was Impossibly to achieve the beat In 
himself. One should have a definite 
time In which to arise and a defin- 
ite hour in which to retire, and at 
all times must be clean and attired in 
a quiet but well-to-do manner. The 
physician's appearance should always 
hn such that his wealthiest patients 
would lio elad to present him to their 
most particular friends. Of the 2.') 
doctors in Montreal whom Father Mc- 
Shane had known well, the best of 
them had had a definite ^stem, and 
had lived up to It He could recall 
but one who had met with success 
that had little or no definite system 
I and this man had won because his 
j brilliancy was great Enough to win 
I acknowledgment in »pite of his lack of 
system. But his success could have 
been the greater had he planned his 
I life as he should. 

TouchlnR th" matter of profcs.s'.on.il 
honour, the speaker catifloned .«irpat 
resolution. The harrle.st thlnç a medi- 
cal man is called upon to decide is 
when a fp.mlly of ffood nnme V-^seeches 
him to do a criminal thine; In order 
to shield an erring member. When 
he refuses he is betrsed to act "for 
the honor of the family." It Is then 
that the physician should he firm 
and remind them that there is an 
even greater honor: the honor of the 
medical profeasion.

The speaker 
of the evening then become* another 
personality when he recited Drum- 
mond's "The Cure of Calumet," and 
"Mees Lizzie Bro-wn." both -which de-

row."

The faculty of being able to work hard is "one of the most de- 
sirable gifts which nature can bestow. There are very few geniuses 
in the world. Most men who have reached' the top of the ladder 
have got there by hard and continuous work; and what is more, 
they admit it, and are ever ready to tell of the way they had to 
work in their youth. Lord Strathcona once said to the men of 
England — "Don't go to Canada to have an easy time. You will 
not find any of its streets paved with gold. But work hard and do 
your duty, vid you must succeed." This was the rule which guided 
Lord Strathcona throughout his marvellous career, aud such n 
principle could well be adopted by others who have yet to make a 
name for themselves. 

Wealth, to be enjoyed to the utmost, must be earned. Those 
who have inherited wealth, like those who have made a fortune by 
"playing" the market, which is a polite way of saying gambling, 
cannot have that feeling of whole-hearted pleasure which comes 
with a reward which has been earned by hard work. We have 
often noticed the unusual degrees of pleasure which students get 
out of any social function. Those who work most of the time turn 
out with a happy smile on their faces, and a feeling in their hearts 
that they have earned a "night off." Others come with an attitude 
which plainly shows to one who notices suqh things, that the event 
for them is merely a commonplace, every-day amusement. His 
evening's entertainment is greatly spoiled also by the knowledge 
that he has done nothing to deserve the rest. He may not luiow 
.this himself, in fact, it vrould be unusual if he did, but let him do 
some real work for a time, and then the added pleasure he will de- 
rive from a "night off" will more than compensate his trouble. 

It is astonishing how great an effect public opinion has on our 
lives. If it were not for fear of public condemnation, many things 
vould be done which are now left undone. This restraint may be 
good or bad. It acts in both directions. Thus many a man has been 
prevented from dishonest dealings solely by the fear of a public 
revelation, while for the same reason other men have surrendered 
principles which they know to he right. As a rule the influence 
is a healthy one, but it is always powerful, and even if a man has 
enough fortitude to stand against public opinion, it may well b'' 
that he has in mind a hope that in time the true conditions will 
be revealed, and his attitude will receive just praise. Thi.s hope 
of future vindication is possibly the strongest incentive to honest 
and straightforward action, in spite of a passing storm of public 
aversion. 

If there is anything which receives universal admiration it is 
hard work. When Sir Sam Hughes was Minister of Militia in the 
Canadian Cabinet, he was always the first man on the job. Every 
morning at 7 a.m., he entered his little office in the East Block 
and plunged into the huge amount of work before him. Even now, 
after his actions liave been generally condemned, his worst enemies 
admit that he was a hard worker, and his supporters can always 
point to him with pride as a man of untiring energy. The fact 
is that everyone has some admiration for a worker, and nobody 
admires a shirker.

The Labor party insists — as no 
ether political party has thought fit 
to do — that the obligation to find 
suitable employment in productive 
work for all these men and women 
rests upon the government lor the 
time being. The work of re-seltllim 
the disbanded soldiers und UischarK- 
ed munition workers into new situa- 
tions is a national obligation; and the 
Labor party protests against its 
being regarded aa a matter for pri- 
vate charity It strongly objects to 
this publio duty being handed over 
either to committees of philanthro- 
pists or benevolent societies, or to any 
of the military or recruiting authori- 
ties. The policy of the Labor party 
in this matter Is to make the utmost 
use of the trade unions, and, equal- 
ly for the brainworkere, of the vari- 
ous professional association. In view 
of the fact that, in any trade, the besit 
organization for placing men in situa- 
tions is a national trade union havin ç 
local branches throughout the king- 
dom, every soldier should be allow- 
ed, if he chooses, to have a duplicate 
of his industrial discharge notice 
sent, one month before the date fixed 
for his discharge, to the secretary of 
the trade union to which he belongs 
or wishes to belong. Apart from' this 
use of the trade union (and a cor- 
responding use of the professional 
asroclatlon) the government must, of 
course, avail itself of some sucK pub- 
lic machinery as that of the employ- 
ment exchanges; but before the ex- 
Lsling .-xchangea (which will need to 
be greatly extended) can conceive 
the co-operation and support of the 
organized Labor movement, without 
which their operations can never be 
fully successful, it Is imperative that 
they should be drastically reformed, 
on the lines laid down In the De- 
roobllizaUon Report of the "Labor Af- 
ter the War" Joint Committee 
in particular, that each 
should 1»« placed under the supervis- 
ion and control of a Joint committee 
of employers and trade unionUU in 
equal numbers. 

The responsibility or the govern- 
ment, for the time being, In the grave 
Industrial crisis that demobiUiatlon 
wlU produce, goes, however, far be- 
yond the eight million men and wo- 
men whom the various departments 
win suddenly discharge from their 
own service. The effect of this per- 
emptory discharge on all the other 
workers has also to be taken into 
account To the tiabor party it will 
seem the supremo concern of the gov • 
emment of the day to see to It that 
there shall be, aa a reault of the gl- 
ganUe "General Post" which It will 
Itself have dellbM«te!y, set going, no- 
where any degradation of the stand- 
ard of life. The government has 
pledged Itself to restore the trade un • 
ion conditions and "pre-war • prac- 
tices" of the workshop, whlfih the 
trade unions patriotically gavo up ai 
the direct request of the government 
Itself; and this solemn pledge must 
be fulfilled, of course, In the spirit as 
well as In the letter. The Labor par 
ty. moreover, holds It to be the duty 
of the government of the day to take 
all necessary steps to prevent the 
standard rate of wages. In .my trad" 
or occupation whatsoever, from suf- 
fering any reduction, relatively to the 
contemporary cost of living. Unfor-

tunately, the present government, llko 
he Liberal and Conservative parties, 
J far refuses to speak on this Im- 
ortant matter with any clear volci;. 
We claim that It should be a cardinal 
jlnt of govcrnnipjit policy to make 
It plain to every capitalist employor 
aat any attempt to reduce the eus- 
.amary rates of wages when peace 
omes, or to take advantage of the 
.islocation of demobilisation to worsen 
he conditions of employment In any 
rade whatsoever,' will cprlainly lead 
10 embittered industrial strife, which 
will be in the highest degree detrimen- 
tal to the national Interests; and that 
the government of the day will not 
hosltalo to take all necessary steps to 
avert such 11 calamity. 'In the great 
impending crisis il.c government of 
the day should not only, as the great- 
est employer of both bralnworkers 
and manual workers, set a good ex- 
ample in this respect, but should also 
actively seek to influence private em- 
ployers by proclaiming In advance that 
It will not itself attempt to lower 
the standard rates of conditions in 
public employment; by announcing 
that It Win Insist on the most rigor- 
ous observance of the fair' wages clause 
in all public contracts, and by explic- 
itly recommending every local author- 
ity to adopt the same policy. 

But nothing is more dangerous to 
the standard of Hfe, or so destructive 
of those minimum conditions of 
healthy existence, which must in the 
interest|i of the community be assur- 
ed to every worker, than any wide- 
spread or continued unemployment. It 
has always been a fundamental prin- 
ciple of the Lp,bor party (a point on 
which, significantly enough. It has not 
been followed by either of the other 
political parties, that. In a modern 
Industrial community. It Is one of the 
foremost obligations of the government 
to find, for every willing worker, whe- 
ther by hand or by brain, productive 
work at standard rates. 

It is accordingly the duty of the 
government to adopt a policy of de- 
liberately and systematically prevent- 
ing the occurrence of unemployment 
Instead of, as heretofore, letting unem- 
ployment occur, and then seeking, 
vainly and expensively, to relieve the 
unemployed. It W now known that 
the government can. It It chooses, ar- 
range the public works and the orders 
of national departments and local au- 
thorities in such a way as to main- 
tain the aggregate demand for labor 
m the whole kingdom (Including that 
of capitalist employers) approxim- 
ately at a uniform level from year to 
year; and It Is therefore a primary 
obligation of the government to pre- 
vent any considerable or widespread 
fluctuations in the total numbers em- 
ployed In times of good or bad trade. 
But this Is not all. In order to pre- 
pare for tbe possibility of there be- 
ittg any unemployment «itber In the 
coarse of demobllisaUon or in ,the 
first years of peace, it Is essential that 
the government should make all ne- 
cessary prepatAtlons for potting In- 
stantly In hand, directly or through the 
local anthoritles, such urgently need- 
ed public workK as (a) the rehonsing 
of the population alike in rural dis- 
tricts, mining villages, and town 
alum.i, to the extent, possibly, of a 
million now cottages and an outlay 
of three hundred millions sterling; (b) 
the Immediate making good of the 
'hortage of schools, training colleges, 
etc and the engagement of the ne-

and administrative staffsi; (c) new 
roads; (d) tight railways; (e) the uni 
ficatlon and reorganization of the 
railway and canal system; (f) af 
forestation; (t') tint reclamation of 
land; (h) the development and be 
ter equipment of our ports and hnr- 
bors; (1) the opening up of access to 
land by co-operative small holdings 
and in other practicable ways. More- 
over, in order to relieve any pressure 
of an overstocked labor market, the 
opportunity should be taken, if un- 
employment should threaten to be- 
come widespread, (a) immediately to 
raise the school-leaving age to six- 
teen; (b) greatly to Increase the num- 
ber of scholarships and bursaries for 
secondai^ and higher education; and 
(c) substantially to shorten the hours 
of labor of all young persons, even to 
a greater extent than the eight hours 
per week contemplated In the new 
Kducallon bill. In order to enable them 
to attend technical and other classes 
m the daytime. Finally, wherever 
practicable, the hours of adult labor 
should be reduced to not more than 48 
per week, without reduction of the 
standard rates of wages. There can 
be no economic or other Justification 
for keeping any man or woman to 
work for long hours, or at overtime, 
whilst others are unemployed.

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In so far as the government fails 
to prevent unemployment — when- 
ever It finds It Impossible to discover 
for any willing worker, man or wo- 
man, a suitable situation at the sUn- 
dard rate — the Labor party holds the 
government must In the Interest of 
the community as a whole, provide 
him or her with adequate mainten- 
ance, either with such arrangements 
for honorable employment or with such 
useful training a^ may be found prac- 
ticable, according to age, health and 
previous occupation. In many ways 
the best form of provision for those 
who must be unemployed, because the 
Industrial organization of the commun- 
ity so far breaks down as to be tem- 
porarily unable to set them to work, is 
the Out of Work Benefit afforded by 
a wall administered trade union. This 
Is a special tax on the trade unionists 
themselves which they have volunUr- 
lly undertaken, but towards which 
they have a right to claim a public 
subvention — a subvention which was 
actually granted by Parilament 
(though only to the extent of a cou- 
ple of shilling or so per week) under 
Part II of the Insurance act. 

The arbitrary withdrawal by the 
government In 1915 of this statutory 
right of the trade unions wa.s one of 
the least excusable of the war econo- 
mies; and the Labor party must In- 
sist on the resumption of this sub- 
vention Immediately the war ceases, 
and on Its Increase to at ioast ha!f 
the amount spent In Out of 'Work 
Benefit, the extension of sUte un- 
employment Insurance to other occu- 
pations may afford a convenient me- 
thod of providing tor encb of the un- 
employed, especially In the caife of 
badly paid women workers and the 
less skilled men, whom it is difficalt 
to organize in trade unions. But the 
weekly rate of the state unemploy- 
ment needs, in these days of high 
prices, to be considerably raL-ir-d; 
whilst no industry ought to bp com- 
pulsorily brought within its scope

agalnHt the declared will of the work- 
ers concerned, and especially of their 
trade unlonn. In the twentieth cen- 
tury, there must lie nr) que.slion of 
(Jrivinff the unemployed to anything 
so obHolete and (liscredlleil as either 
private charity, with it.s haphazard 
and ill connlderpd doles, or the Poor 
law, witll the futilities and barbari- 
ties of it.s "Stone Yard." or its "Able- 
bodied Test Workhouse." Only on 
the basis of a universal application of 
the Policy of the National Minimum, 
affording complete security against 
destitution, lit sickness and health. In 
good times and bad alike, to every 
member of the community can any 
worthy social order be built up. 

The Democratic Control of Industry. 

The universal application of the 
pollc.v of the national minimum is, of 
course, only the first of the pillars 
of the house that the Labor party in- 
tends to see built. What mark.s off 
this party most distinctly from the 
full and genulnb adoption of the 
principle of democracy? The first con- 
dition of democracy is effective per- 
sonal freedom. This has suffered so 
many encroachments during the war 
that It is noceaaary to state with 
clearness that the complete removal of 
all the war time restrictions on free- 
dom of speech, freedom of publication, 
freedom of the press, freedom of tra- 
vel and freedom of choice of place of 
residence and kind of employment 
must take place the day after peace 
is declared. The Labor party declares 
emphatically against any continuance 
of the Military Service acts a mo- 
ment longer than the imperative re- 
quirements of the war excuse. But In- 
dividual freedom is of little u.-e with- 
out complete political rights. The 
Labor party sees its repeated demands 
largely conceded In the present Re- 
presentaUon of the People act, but 
not yet wholly satisfied. The party 
stands, as heretofore, for complete 
adult suffrage, with not more than a 
three months' realdenUal qualifica- 
tion, for effective proirision for absent 
electors to vote, for absolutely equal 
rights for both sexes, for the same 
freedom to exercise civic rights for 
the "common 8oWi««" a» for the of-

Lords, and for n most alre-.iuous op- 
ficer, for siiorler l'arllamonts, for the 
complete ubolition of tlu' House of 
position to any new Second Chamber, 
whether elected or not, having in it 
any element of heredity or privilege, 
or of the control of <he House of 
Commons by any party or class. But 
unlll<e the Conservative and Littéral 
parties, the Labor party insist* on 
democracy in iirflustry as well em in 
government. It demands the progres- 
sive elimination from the coKtroI of 
Industry of the private caplUllst, In- 
dividual or Joint-stock; and the set- 
ting free of all who work, wh«ther by 
hand or by brain, for the service cf 
the community, and of the cenununlty 
only. And the Labor party refuses 
absolutely tn holipve that the British 
jieople will perm.inently tolerate any 
reconstruction or perpetuation of the 
dLsorganizaliiMi. waste and inefficien- 
cy involvod ill the abandonment of 
British industry to a jostli»g crowd 
of separate private employers, with 
their minds bent, not on the service 
of the community, but — by the very 
law of their being — only on the ut- 
most possible profiteering. What 
the nation needs is undoubtodly a 
great bound onward in its aggregate 
productivity. But thia cannot be se- 
cured merely by presfing the manual 
workers to more strenuous toil, or 
even by encouraging the "Captaina of 
Industry" to a less wasteful organi- 
zation of their several enterpriae* on 
a profit -making basis. What th«- La- 
bor party looks "to Is a genuinely 
scientific reorRaniz.ation of the na- 
tion's industry, no longer dfflccted l)y 
individual pruf iti^erinp. on the basis 
of the common ownership of th« 
means of production: ihe equitable 
sharing of the prucceils among all who 
participate in any capacity and only 
among these; and the adoption. In 
particular services and occupations, of 
those systems and methods of ad- 
ministration and control that may be 
found, in practice, best to inromote the 
public Interest. j
